Russian Physician’s Discov- 
ery Astonishes Europe. 


NEW LIFE FOR AN OLD FAD 


APPLICATION OF CURATIVE 
PROPERTIES OF SUN’S RAYS. 


Dr. Minin Demonstrated Successfully 
That in Particular Classes of Nerve 
Disorders Blue Light Re- 
lieved Pain.

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 9.—Medical cir- 
cles here are excited over the discovery 
of a young Russian physician, M. Minin, re- 
garding the curative properties of blue 
light. 

Struck by the common notion among the 
Russian peasantry that a sick person on 
whom sunlight falls through blue glass 
feels relief from pain, M. Minin began an 


elaborate series of experiments, and he now 
ublishes the result in a leading medical 
urnal of St. Petersburg. 

M. Minin used electric light through va- 
rious shades of blue and. violet glass. He 
demonstrated that in particular classes of 
nerve disorders and in neuralgia of the face 
blue rays alleviated the acute pain. 

He also conducted successful experiments 
with cases of internal hemorrhage. 

Dr. Minin uses an ordinary 16-candle-pow- 
er 100-volt electric lamp, the light of which 
a through pieces of blue glass. The 
ength of time during which the patient is 
exposed to the light varies from 10 to 15 
minutes.

IS HE ACTING FOR ENGLAND? 


THE FIRST STEP MADE THROUGH 
A PROMINENT DIPLOMAT. 


Sir Evelyn Wood Goes Out to South 
Africa on a Mission of Peace and 
Strong Efforts Will Be Made 

3 to Stop the War.

LONDON, Feb..9.—Emperor William has 
opened negotiations with President Kruger 
looking to peace in South Africa. 

Since his return to Berlin, unofficially and 
informally without committing the British 
government in any way and ostensibly 
acting entirely on his own motion, he has 
opened communications with Kruger 
through a German politician in the confi- 
dence of the President with a view of dis- 
covering whe:her the Boers would submit 


by Edward VII into living, energizing force 
in English life. And this determination is 
making the King more popular than ever. 
It means millions for London. 

The grand state pageant with which the 
King will open the first Parliament of his 
reign will be the first of its kind in 15 years. 
The last was when Queen Victoria, who 
had not opened Parliament in person since 
Disraeli’s premlersh.p, volunteered to in- 
augurate the union parliament following 
Gladstone’s home rule defeat. 

Court ppointments under Queen Vic- 
toria were absolute sinecures, but King Ed- 
ward is making things “‘hum’’ at such a 
rate that all the old fossil officials who 
have been slumbering away their lives in 
court offices will be forced to resign. 

The King finds in Queen Alexandra the 
greatest obstacle to carrying out his policy 
of royal activity. The Queen is as devoted 
to seclusion as was the late queen, and 
has lived in the most complete retirement 
since the death of the Duke Clarence. She 
dislikes general society and court func- 
tions because of her great and increasing 
deafness. Besides, the King’s ways are 
not her ways, and his friends are not her 
friends. They are so much detached pri- 
vately that the Queen is bored by public 
displays of mutual affection. 

There have already been severe ‘‘tussles”’ 
between them over the King’s resolve to 
play a prominent part before his people. 
The Queen wished to return to Osborne 
from Windsor, ostensibly to nurse the 
Duke of Cornwall, but really to have a 
quiet time. Her return there was actually 
annuonced, but the King insisted that she 
should come to London with him, when 
they made their first public appearance to- 
gether. 

The Queen is still holding out against ap- 
pearing in the state pageant at the op®ning 
of Parliament next Thursday, and it is al- 
ready given out that she has a slight. cold. 

The Duchess of Cornwall has been com- 
manded, in any event, and she is quite 
ready to take the Queen’s part, but the 
King won't have it. 

The King wants to hold a half-mourning 
drawing room in March. but the Queen be- 
lieves that there should be no drawing room 
until the mourning season is over. Sheisa 
quietly persistent woman, with all her ami- 
able aspect, and whatever King Edward's 
court may lack in point of pageantry and 
gaietry may be attributed to her hatred of 
display. 

Alexandra will visit the Dowager Em- 
press Frederick in March, and will spend 
Easter at Copenhagen, with the King of 
Denmark. But, if this program is carried 
out, it ‘will be done in the quietest way. 
Speculation is rife as to the date of King 
Edward's coronation, some people main- 
taining that it will occur as early as Sep- 
tember. But probably the year of court 
mourning will be strictly observed, the cor- 
onation not occurring until February, or 
later, in 1992. 

The curious fact of the King’s birthday 
coinciding with Lord Mayor’s Day, Nov. 9, 
may cause an alteration in the date of one 
or the other of these celebrations in the 
immediate future.

These dispatches before inevitably had a) 
profoundly depressing effect, so when Par- 
liament meets on Thursday it will be in 
humor to approve amy peace scheme the 
government is in position to suggest. 

If Kruger holds Gut for independence it 
will at least afford the government ground 
for making heavy demands in men and 
money to prosecute the war more vigor- 
ously than ever. 

Heavy additional levies of mounted men 
and all outward preparationa for reso- 
lute continuance of the war until the Boers 
sue for terms and the heroic assevera- 
tions of the jingo press that their resist- 
ance must be utterly beaten down are said 
to be a part of the government’s general 
plan to be ready for any emergency. 

Still with all this the influence and coun- 
sel of the Kaiser have operated strongly 
upon King Edward, who has found that 
the ministers are dépressed over their help- 
lesaness to provide Kitchener with the re- 
inforcements he has been insistently de- 
manding and are willing enough to grasp 
any chance for peace even on conditions 
which would have been contemptuously 
spurned a month ago.

HANNIBAL, Mo., Feb. 9.—Mrs. J. D. 
Fields, wife of Judge John Dalton Fields, 
who disappeared July 17, 1900, has filed in- 
tormation with the prosecuting attorney of 
Ralls County charging her missing hus- 
band with assault with intent to kill. She 
wants him yerrested and brought back, 
wherever he may be, and in order that h.8 
arrest may be accomplished a delegation 
of Saline township farmers appeared be: 
fore the county court a couple of days ago 
and asked that body to offer a reward sut- 
ficiently large to insure his capture. The 
court has the matter under advisement. 

The disappearance of Judge Fields, it will 
be remembered, was decidedly strange. He 
came to Hannibal from his farm, July 17, 
with two drafts, one for $3000 and one for 
$600, and cashed them at one of the city 
banks. He explained to the cashier, who 
Suggested the strangeness of this action, 
that he had purchased a farm from a 
cranky old farmer who would not accept 


the drafts in payment. 

Nothing more was heard from Judge Fields 
until about Christmas time when he was 
locaied in a rural town in California. A 
young man named McCliintic, tormerly a 
school teacher at Hatch, Rails County, met 
him in the Postoffice in the Calliio.nia 
town and addressed h.m, but the judge, wio 
was known there as John Daiton, tailed to 
recognize his former acquaintance. 

Judge Fieids resided in Saline township, 
Ralls County, about four miles from 
Monroe City. He was about 44 years of 
age and an elder in the Baptist Church. He 
left a wife and eight children, the eldest 
a boy of 18 years. His wife, an estimable 
lady, was apparently greatly exercised at 
his absence, althuugh she stated that he 
had informed her that he was go.ng to 
Texas. After some weeks had passed with- 
out news from him she employed an at- 
torney and amateur detectives were put on 
the case. They followed a number of clews, 
but all led to naught. He was traced to 
Hannibal, but no tarther. and finally the 
search was abandoned.

Finding of Bones Near Ava, 
Ill., Revives a Mystery. 


DISAPPEARED 14 YEARS AGO 


HE HAD JUST DRAWN $200 FROM 
THE VILLAGE BANK. 


When He Failed to Return His Wife 
Thought He Had Followed a 
Family Habit and Left 


Ss the Country. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CARBONDALE, Ill., Feb. 9.—The finding 
of the bones of a human being near Ava 
has revived the story of a hitherto unex- 
plained disappearance of 14 years’ standing 
and may develop the clements of a murder 
mystery. 

In 1887 and for several years previous Al- 
bert Mifflin and his brother-in-law, Horace 
Crisler, owned and operated a stave factory 
about four miles from Ava, Ill. One sum- 
mer evening Mifflin, who was about 23 
years of age, started to Ava to secure re- 
turns from shipments of staves which had 
been made the week before. He drew tne 
necessary amount from a bank, amounting 
to $200. 

While in the village he was seen by sev- 
eral persons and at least two knew the 
amount of money he had on his person. A 
small amount was spent in a saloon, al- 
though Mifflin was not considered a heavy 
drinker. 

He was seen to start in the direction of 
his factory and home, .but has never been 
heard of since. 

His wife became alarmed at his absence 
and a posse was organized to search for 
him, but without success. 

Many theories were advanced for his dis- 
appearance. At the time a _ prevailing 
opinion among those who knew the peculiar 
family trait was that he had left the coun- 
try through choice, although his family re- 
lations were pleasant. This theory became 
the generaliy accepted one owing to his 
family’s history. When Albert was a mere 
babe his father, William Mifflin. left his 
home and was absent for many months, and 
when he returned gave no explanation of 
his absence. , 

John Waldbeiser married Maggie Mifflin, 
a sister of Alber, and moved to Washington 
Territory. After several years’ residence 
there she suddenly disappeard without 
warning and has never since been heard 
rom. 

The neighbers and friends of Albert Mif- 
flin’s wife thought he had followed in the 
family trait and, having considerable mon- 
ey, had left his family, although a babe of 
less than a year had blessed the union. 

Years passed and no trace of him could 
be secured. His wife about a year ago mar- 
ried John Waldbeiser and they live in Wash- 
ington. 

Workmen were engaged recently in exca- 
vation near a creek which passed about a 
mile from the road Mifflin should have 
traveled in going to his factory and un- 
earthed a skull and other bones of a hu- 
man being. 

The bone near the right temple was 
erushed and every indication pointed to a 
murder. A measurement of the bones found 
and the appearance of the skull, together 
with facts which are slowly coming to light, 
leads to the belief that Albert Mifflin was 
foully murdered on a lonely spot in the 
road and his remains buried near the creek 
bank where recently found. 

Vigorous efforts are being made to clear 
up the mystery. 


PRISONER’S DRAMATIC PLEA 


Condemned to Death, Keith Addressed 
Court for 40 Minutes, Declaring 
His Innocence.

PRINCETON, Ind., Feb. 9.—Joseph Keith, 
the rich farmer of Elberfeld, Ind., con- 
victed of the murder of Nora Kifer, the

W hen he re- 
ferred to his wife, who sat sobbing by his 
side, he broke down and wept bitterly. 


GOPHER: MINE 
THE RICHES 


Big Strike in the Hills of 
South Dakota. 


ASSAYED OVER $31 PER TON 


MINNEAPOLIS AND EASTERN CAP. 
ITALISTS ARE EXTENDING 
THEIR CLAIMS. 


Owners of the Gopher Bought Their 
Stock at $10 Per Share and 
Are Now Independently 
Wealthy. 


DEADWOOD, 8. D., Feb. 7.—There are 
several mines in the hills which are at- 


tracting the attention of mining people on} 


account of the rich specimens of free gold 
that are being taken out with the core. It 
is a difficult matter to determine which is 
the richest. 

Judging from the mill runs on ore from 
other mines of the southern hills, the Goph- 
er mine, f- rmerly the Lena, has beaten all 
records. This mine is being developed by 
the Gopher Mining Co. of Minneapolis and 
by Eastern capitals. It is four miles nortn 
of Hill City in the belt of ore which made 
famous in early years the King Solomon, 
Sunnyside and other mines. Last summer 
a mill run was made at the Frank Hebert 
¢-stamp Tremain mill on 10 tons of ore 
from a ledge of free gold on the Gopher 
mine, and the returns gave an average of 
$132.10 per ton, which is considered the rich- 
est run of ore ever made in the southern 
Black Hills. 

The company now has installed an Otto 
gasoline engine, capacity 65 horse power, 
an air compresser with space for four drills 
and a hoisting plant, capable of sinking 
600 feet. The shaft on the rich ledge is 
now down 60 feet and the ledge at that 
distance is about 18 inches wide. It is a 
true fissure vein, the ore breaking frec 
from the wall of slate very readily. At the 
shaft bottom a ¢ross-cut is being run whtch 
is intended to strike another ledge of free 
gold, which outcrops at the surface, about 
12 feet distant. There is a series of veins 
running parallel with the rich Gopher vein 
and judging from the dip they will come 
together at a depth of possibly 300 feet, 
forming one solid body of ore. The Goph- 
er shaft will be sunk to the. 500-foot level 
before the first of July. 

The Gopher mine is north of the Sunny- 
side mine, which has produced a large 
amount of rich free-milling ore. The com- 
pany made another run on 30 tons of ore 
at the Sunnyside stamp mill a few weeks 
ago, the cre being taken from the old dump. 
The ore cveraged $31 per ton gold. ‘Iwo 
claims are now being patented. 

A contract has been let by the company 
with the Gates Iron Works of Chicago 
for two two-stamp Tremain mills, which 
will be tnstalled just as soon as sufficient 
depth has been attained in.the shaft to 
furnish water. The development of the 
mine will be paid for as soon as the mills 
get to work. 

A Deadwood assayer recently asked the 
general manager of the company for a 
sample of the rich ore, saying he did not 
believe the southern Black Hiills could pro- 
duce anything good. The sample sent up 
from the Gopher mine assayed over $1500. 
It was so righ that it salted all of the 
crushers, pans and everything about the 
assay shop with which it came in contact. 

The Gopher company is composed almost 
entirely of newspaper men. Started by 
Minneapolis newspaper people, ten editors 
and managers of eastern papers were let 
in, each subscribing a sum with which to 
purchase the mine and do a certain amount 
of development work. These ten newspa- 
per. men are scattered all over the country. 
Their investment will undoubtedly be a 
success, and they propose to boom the 
Black Hills in their respective papers. 

The Gopher mine shows gold from the 
top to the present depth of the shaft. Re- 
markably rich specimens have been taken 
out and the average value is high.

STATE EXHBITS. 
AT WORLD'S FAIR 


Bills Up Appropriating Good- 
ly Sums of Money. 


ALL THE STATES INTERESTED 


MOVEMENT FOR REPRESENTA- 
TION AT ST. LOUIS. 


Chairman Lehmann Reports Satisfac- 
tory Progress in the Work of En- 
listing the Active Aid 
of Our Neighbors. 


The legislatures of nine states and terri- 
tories are now considering how the various 
commonwealths shall be represented in the 
World's Fair; how much of the public funds 
in their charge shall be devoted to bulldings 
and exhibits, and how the money shall be 
expended. 

First in the list is Missouri, with a bill 
providing a contribution of $1,000,000 for a 
State exhibit, a state building and a com- 
mission to take charge of the work, This 
bill, while not yet presented for passage, 
has been agreed upon in all its details, anda 
place awaits it on the calendars of both 
branches of the assembly. 

Speaking of this bill and the work. in 
other states, Mr. Frederick W. Lehmann, 
chairman of the légisiative committee of 


the Fair, said to the Post-Dispatch: ‘‘Mis- 
souri is naturally expected to take the ini- 
tiative, and what she does will have great 
weight in shaping the policies of others. 
Thtre isn’t the 2 oy oubt that she will 
do the handsome thing, and do it in the very 
near future. In fact, the bill would have 
been passed before now, had it not been 
deemed best to wait until Congress has 
taken final action. 

“When the Missouri Legislature acts, the 
lawmaking bodies of the other states and 
territories are expected to fali into line im- 
thediately. With the United States appro- 
priating $5,000,000 and the home state of 
the Fair putting up $1,000,000, we feel that 
little additional persuasion will be needed 
to induce liberal action all oe the line. 

‘Texas has a bill pending which provides 
$50,000 for a state exhibit, but it is con- 
fidently expected that the great common- 
wea'ith will amend the bill and make provi- 
sion for a much larger exhibit than can be 
made with that sum. 

“arkansas is also dealing with the mat- 
ter in her Legislature. bill as origt- 
nally drafted provides only $60,000, but it 
is believed this, too, will be amended, 

“Tilinois, which is not comprised in the 
Louisiana purchase territory, is preparing 
to appropriate $250,000. I am informed that 
all the members of the Assembly favor the 
measure and I have no doubt of its prompt 
passage. The senators and representatives 
from St. Clair and Madison Counties have 
been particularly active and efficient im our 
ehalf 


“State Senator J. H. Stout of Wisconsin 
is preparing a bill which he expects to in- 
troduce this week. 

The governors of the State of Nebraska 
and the ane | of Oklahoma have sent 
messages to their General Assemblies 
heartily indersing the Fair and asking that 
appropriations be taken up without de- 
ay 


‘Senator Macbeth of Idaho, who, by the 
way, is a brother of Malcoln Macbeth, 
president of the St. Louis Real Estate Ex- 
change, is pushing the matter in his Legis- 
lature and writes that he’ expects a good 
appropriation. 

‘In Montana, Paul Fusz, a St. Loufsan, 
who has large mining interests, is doing 
good work for us, 

“The committee is thoroughly alive to 
the necessity for prompt and active work 
in all the legislative bodies in the purchase 
states that are in session this winter and 
nothing is being overlooked. It is too 
soon to make a forecast of our expectations, 
but they are not small.” 


HE LICKED THE KAISER. 


Iowa Man Who Has Had Many a 
Fisticuff With William. 


SIOUX CITY, Feb. 10.—Many years ago 
whe 1 Emperor William of Germany was a 
young lad in his teens and the reins of 
government were being handled by his 
father, the son-in-law of Queen Victoria, 
he spent most of his time in England, 
where he _ received much of his early 
education. Among some of the boys who 
had the privilege of being one of his com- 
panions was Tommy Dealtry. Tommy was 
quite a student of the manly art of seif- 
defense, and in the school gymnasium the 
boy who is now thé Kaiser of Germany haa 
many a go with Tommy. The son of roy- 
alty, however, was game and he got many 
a good drubbing before he would admit 
that he was bested. The acquaintance be- 
tween the two came about when Tommy's 
father was selected as a ivate tutor for 
the grandson of Queen Victoria. 

This Tommy Dealtry is now in the live 
stock business in Bioux City. Mr. Dealtry 
has always been very much averse to talk- 
ing for publication, on any subject, but 
from his many friends some of his stories 
of early boyhood in England were learned. 

Mr. Dealtry did not have to read in the 
reg gt and magazines to learn of 
some of the great kindnesses which Queen 
Victoria did to sOme_of .the families whose 
houses were draped in mourning because 
of the loss of a member at the front in the 
war with South Africa. In the siege at 
Ladvsmith last year Mr. Dealtry’s broth- 
er-in-lnw was killed instantly by a Boer 
bullet while repelling an attack of the 
enemy. At home in London he left a wife 
and baby. Soon after the sorrowful news, 
at the Queen’s solicitation, an interview 
between the latter and Mr. Dealtry's sis- 
ter was arranged. What passed between 
them was related in a leter which was re- 
ceived by Mr. Dealtry. To some of his 
friends Mr. Dealtry was fond of relating 
the incident to show how neatly the 
Queen took to heart the afflictions visited 
upon many a British household because of 
the Transvaal war.

The recent decision of a St. Louis jus- 
tice of the peace that spiritualism is nota 
religion, and its meetings not entitled to 
protection of the law, betrays a lamentable 
ignorance of facts. If said justice will take 
pains to inform himself he will learn that 
there are at least two societies of spiritua- 


lists in his own nse! that are regularly in- 
corporated under the laws of Missouri as 
religious bodies. Their pastors are ordained 
ministers, they perform marriage cerem®- 
nies and possess all the rights and privil- 
-eges that are granted clergymen of other 
denominations. 

The First Church of Spiritual Unity, of 
which the writer has the honor toebe pastor, 
is one of these, and should any thoughticss 
person be encouraged by the above decision 
to annoy or disturb our meetings he wou'id 
quickly have cause to regret his faith in the 
wisdom of the justice who pronounced it. 

It is passing strange that so much ignor- 
ance should prevail regarding spiritualism 
and its tenets. Fortune telling, table tip- 
ping and banjo thumping in the dark, in 
the minds of many comprise all there is fo 
it, when, in truth, these are but minor and 
comparatively unimportant incidents atten- 
dant upon it.

METROPOLIS, Ill., Feb. 9.—Never was 
there a more romantic wedding than that 
of William J. Miller and Miss Catherine 
lL. Mansfield, a stylish young couple from 
Grahamville. Ky., who were married here 
last Sunday morning tn a skiff floating on 
the Ohio river. 

It is indeed a cold and inclement day when 
Meropolis cannot furnish a marriage out 
of the ordinary.

here in cabs, in spring wagons, at midnight, 
on the street corners and even on the river 
bank at 3 o'clock tn the morning, but nevel 
before on the hosom of the waters in a 
skiff, Metropolis people, now accustomed 
to bizarre weddings and therefore surprised 
at nothing, are confidently expecting that 
the next couple will be married under- 
ground or in a balloon.

William 8. Wilcox, a sea captain of New- 
port, R. 1l., and his mother a native woman 
named Kalua. The father is still iving on 
Maui and is 8 years of age. Wiicox was 
educated at the laleakala boarding school 
on Maui, and when 25 years old was elected 
to the legislature from Wailulu district. He 
was one of the party sent by King Kala- 
kaua to Italy to study in the schools there. 
With Cesar Celso Mureno, Hawallan min- 
ister of foreign affairs, who is now in Wash- 
ington, Wilcox went to Turin, Italy, where 
he entered a military school. He remained 
there till 1887. 

Wilcox was married in Italy to the Prin- 
cess Victoria Colonna di Stigiiana, daughter 
of Baron Lorenzo Sobrero. In the latter 
part of 1887 he went to San Francisco, 
where he was in the employ of the Spring 
Valley Water Co., in the surveying depart- 
ment. In the spring of 1889 he returned to 
Honolulu alone, his wife going back to 
Italy. In the revolution of July, 1899, when 
the new constitution under Kalakaua was 
promulgated, Wilcox took a gomeny | part, 
and he 24 also credited with havin een a 
leadin irit in the unsuccessful resolu- 
tion Ww te was for the purpose of placing 
Liliuokalani on the throne before the death 
of Kalakaua. 

A native jury acquitted him after the 
failure of his plot. The native reform 
ey sent W Hoox to the Legislature from 

alama in 1890, and he was elected again 
from Kollauloa in 1892. The revolution of 
1803 found him acting with the Royalist ele- 
ment. After the overthrow of the Queen 
he was in command of the natives, who 
for a time seemed likely to give battle to 
the revolutionists. In the revolution of 
1895, when an attem 3 was made to restore 
ar gg Lilluokalant, was again a leador.

GEORGE L.DAVIDSON SPENT $700,- 
000 IN A FEW YEARS. 


TODAY HE IS A BANKRUPT 


He Owes $29,233 and His Assets Are 
Only $4600, but He Had a Great 
Time for a While. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—George Law David- 
son has spent $700,000 In a few years and 
was today in the bankruptcy court. He 
owes $29,233 and has $4600 assets. 

Davidson is a grandson of William Lay- 
ton, a millionaire. From his estate he re- 


ceived $200,000 in cash and $100,000 more in 
trust, 


Subsequently he received $160,000 from 
his grandmother and later a fortune of 


$435,000 from his uncle, William Layton. 
The last legacy lasted him just 10 months. 
Davidson is obliged to live upon a paltry 
$12,000 annuity received from a trust fund 
created by his mother, which amounts to 


,000. 
“How did I spend it? Oh, how does any 
gentleman spend money? Carelessly, of 
course,”’ answered Mr. Davidson. 
“If one lives like a gentleman and specu- 
lates as well, it is not difficult to spend a 
few hundred. thousand dollars.’ 
Here are some of the ways in which Mr. 
Davidson spent most of $435,000 in 10 
months: 
Dinners at $25 a plate; Caar at 60 cents 
each; jewelry for his wife, $40,000; horses

NICHOLAS GREGORY'S CONFES- 
SION RESULTS IN THREE AR-

DECLARE THEY ARE INNOCENT 


Were Given a Hearing Yesterday by 
State’s Attorney Brown at Ed- 
wardsville and Were Held to a 
$3000 Bond Each, Which 
They Have Not Yet Given. 


A confession by Nicholas Gregory, for- 
mer postmaster at Oldenberg IIl., led to 
the arrest yesterday of John L. Boals and 
Willis L. Fairman of Alton on a charge 
that they were implicated in the recent at- 
tempt to extort money from Madison Coun- 
ty farmers by written threats of violence. 

“I am innocent,’’ said Boals to the Post- 
Dispatch last night. 

“I cannot comprehend the action of the 
officers in arresting me,’’ said Fairman. 

Both men are well connected in Alton. 
Boals was formerly in partnership with his 
father, M. H. Boals, in the lumber busti- 
ness. He is 35 years: old and has a wife 
and:two children. Fairman is an attor- 
ney and has a family. He is 40 years old. 

Sheriff Joseph Hotz arrested Boals at his 
home and Fairman at his office. 

The warrant charges them with being in 
& conspiracy to commit grand larceny. 

The men were given a hearing before 
State’s Attorney R. J. Brown, at Edwards- 
ville, who fixed the bond of each at $3000. 
They are still in’ custody, as they were un- 
able to furnish the necessary bail last 
night. 

State’s Attorney R. J. Brown, who issued 
the warrant on which Boals and Fairman 
were arrested, said to the Post-Dispatch 
last night: 

“Nicholas Gregory, who has been in cus- 
tody several days, made a_ confession 
which in our opinion justified >the action 
which has been taken. 

“After the letter demanding $1410 and 
threatening the use of dynamite if the 
money was not paid was found on John 
Huebner’s well Jan. 18, Huebner told of a 
circumstance which furnished the first 
clew for the county officers to work upon. 

‘‘He said that on Jan. 10 he went to the 
saloon of Nocholas Gregory at Oldenberg, 
and that while there he saw Gregory, 
Boals and Fairman examining and discuss- 
ing a letter which he believed was the one 
afterwards found on his well. 

“The investigation was carried on from 
this point until it was believed there was 
justification for the apprehension of Greg- 
ory. He @t first denied all knowledge of 
the letter, but finally agreed to make a 
sworn statement. 

“It was on the strength of this confes- 
sion that Boals and Fairman were ar- 
rested.”’ 

County officials and private detectives, 
some of the latter from St. Louls, have been 
at work on the case together for a week. 

The men were taken from Alton to Ed- 
wardsville by Sheriff Joseph Hotz, Deputy 
Sheriff C. B. Dresoerner and Detective John 
Peterson. — 

On Jan. 18 a letter was found on the well 
box on the premises of a farngr, John 
Huebner, near Oldenberg, Ill.

BLOEMFONTEIN, Tuesday, Feb. 5.—The 
text of a- portion of the letter from Piet 
De Wet, chairman of the peace commission 
to his brother, Christian De Wet, appeal- 
ing to the latter to surrender, published 
in the Post today, is as follows: 

“Dear Brother—I hear you are so angry 
that you have decided to kill me, accusing 
me of high treason. May God not allow 
you opportunity to shed more innocent 
blood. When I saw we were beaten by the 
British I wrote to the President requesting 


him to consider terms of peace and rather 
to surrender than to ruin the country, and 
to starve the people. I was with you af- 
terwards for a month, convincing me that 
it was better to lay down our arms. I did 
my duty in the battle at Schietna and 
Prinsloo. I charged the guns, when I was 
shamefully ‘eft in the lurch by Froneman, 
who fled. Convinced that the struggle was 
hopeless I left with my staff and surren- 
dered and was sent to Durban. 

“You and Steyn, in carrying on a guer- 
illa warfare, caused me to write to Kitch- 
ener, Nov .12, requesting an opportunity to 
come to the Free §tate and persuade the 
men to lay down their arms, no Free State 
government existing against which I could 
commit treason. What is better, for the 
republics to continue to struggle at the 
risk of total ruination as a nation, or tu 
submit? 

“Could we think of taking back the 
country, if it were offered to us, with 
‘housands of people to be supported by a 
rovernment that has not a farthing. but a 
debt or $5,000,000 or $6,000,000 even if helped 
by youZ Do you think any nation so mad 
as to have thousands killed and spend 
millions and then give us the republics and 
the necessary capital to govern them. 

“Put passsionate feeling aside for a mo- 
ment and use common sense, and you will 
then agree that the best thing for the peo-

Contrary to general belief, the evidence !{s 
not all circumstantial. Some of its pur- 
ports to be positive. 


The most remarkable feature of this re- 
markable crime is the radical discrepancy 
between statements of the Fosburghs and 
Miss Sheldon as to where the body was 
found. 

In statements made directly after the 
aoe see Sheldon, the sues in the Ll"os- 
burgh home, the elder Fosburgh, his eldest 
son and youngest daughter, Beatrice, all 
agreed that the struggle was in the hall, 
that May Fosburgh was shot by one of the 
burglars in the hall, that her brother 
caught her as she fell and lowered her to 
the floor of the hall.

After this evidence by Dr. Paddock was 
made public Miss She!don, in an intervéew, 
positively denied that she had ever. said 
she had seen May Fosburgh’'s body in the 
hall.

Charles Force,. whose name _ has been 
used in an pepreasent way in connection 
with the case, was expected to tell a sen- 
sational story, but it did not come, as the 
attorneys did not touch upon certain phases 
of the case, which will come out later. 

Fred George, a society man, who was in 
the row, disappointed everyone by telling 
a commonplace story of the fight. 

The day closed with George still on the 
stand, and it is believed when he resumes 
Monday morning questions will be asked 
that will cause a dedpe sensation. 

The attorneys are trying to keep out the 
names of a large number of persons not 
directly concerned in the quarrel. If they 
do the trial will not be as startling as 
was expected. The state is making a 
stronger case than was believed it could. 


Claims Hamilton 
Made Confession. 

Upon the opening of the case, Judge 
Brooks gave a few words of advice to the 
jury, pointing out to them the tmportance 
of the case, the necessity or keeping open 
minds and not forming too hasty conglu- 
sions until the evidence was al] before them. 
County Attorney Boardman outlined the 
case and made the sensational statement 
that Hamilton, before his friends and at- 


torneys had been able to reach him and 
advise silence, had made a confession of the 
crime to a police officer and had claimed 
that it was done in self defense. 

Dr. H. H. Staples, house physician at 
the hotel, was the first witness called. 

He simply testified to finding Day dead 
on the floor ofthe billiard room, 

Dr. J. Warrer Little, who had attended 
the post mortem, described Day’s wounds in 
detail. The fatal mae was a gaping wound 
on the left side just above the collar bone. 
it hud completely severed the sub-clavi- 
cular artery under the claricum and had 
penetrated the apex of the left lung. 

The fatal wound had veen delivered al!- 
most vertically. It was downward and for- 
ward. A man could live but a few mo- 
ments after such a wound. The eut was 
ae inch long and a quarter of an inch 
wide. 

Former Morgue Keeper John Walsh pro- 
duced Day's blood-stained clothing and it 
was Yreceived in evidence. 

Alf L, Gary told how he, with Ray L. 
Evans and Guy Canfield, accompanied 
Hamilton to the hotel after 1 o'clock tin 
the morning. He saw Day and his party 
playing billiards. 

Iie heard Hamilton speak disparagingly 
of a mutual woman acquaintance. Hot 
words and a clinch followed. They were 
separated and witness did not see the sec- 
ond clinch. He saw Day stagger and fal! 
after they had been separated. Hamilton 
had assaulted Day and tha latter had 
seemed to be preparing for it. 


Witness Describes 
the Struggle. 

On cross-examination Gary admitted 
hearing Evans making wild threats against 
Force, threatening, with oaths, to cut his 
heart out. Evans was in a frenzy. Day 
and Hamilton, he said, were standing up 
when Ceorge separated them. He saw no 
knife In the hand of either or of anyone 


there. He had apologized to Force for 
vans’ behavior and was about to leave 
when he saw Day stagger and fall. Ham- 
ilton was half wav across the room, 25 
feet away from Day at that time. Evans 
had blood on his shirt and collar and was 
cut in the head.

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to make a noaise/while committing the burg- 
lary, and one of them dropped from his 
pocket as he rushed down the back stairs 
when the Fosburgh family were aroused. 
The door at the bottom of these stairs 
was found open immediately after the 
burglary. The masks used by the burg- 
lars were pillow slips with holes cut. out 
for the eyes. One of these was torn from 
the burglar in his struggie with Mr. 
Mrs. Fosburgeh, and this mask was un- 
doubtedly worn by the burglar with the 
brown derby hat, and in losing the mask 
he lost his hat also. The other pillow slip 
used was found about 300 feet from the 
Fosburgh residence the morning after the 
tragedy. 
Operations of 

the Wire Gang. 

“Four days before the tragedy a gang of 
four notorious thieves and burglars came 
from Pawtucket, R. I., to Pittsfield. The 


gang consisted of John Bly, Fred Patterson, 
William Hackett and Dick Quinn, who is 
also known as “Dirty Dick.’’ These four 
desperadoes spent the whole of Thursday 
preceding the tragedy in Pittsfield in going 
over the town and viewing it, undoubtedly 
with reference to the commission of bur- 
glary. Thursday evening, preceding the 
tragedy, they went to a suburb of Pittsfield 
and remained over night and also during ali 
of Friday. There Quinn posed as O’Brien, 
the puyilist, and Hackett as his trainer. 
Now, all of them have admitted that they 
spent the whole of Thursday in Pittsfield, 
and if they do not, persons who know them 
saw them there on that day. They all ad- 
mit that on Saturday they returned to 
Pittsfield and spent part of the day and 
that on Saturday afternoon they went from 
Pittsfield to North Adams. 

“Since the tragedy Bly turned state’s ev- 
idence against Quinn, Patterson, Hackett 
and Jack Smith and his son, who also op- 
erated with the gang in certain thefts and 
burglaries. I say he turned state’s evi- 
dence, but this was in reference to certain 
charges of stealing wire and the stealing 
of the cannon at Attleboro. This, after the 
arrest of Patterson, greatly enraged him, 
and one day, losing his temper, he declared 
in the presence of two or three persons that 
Bly may be able to escape punishment for 
having assisted in the stealing of the can- 
non at Attleboro and for Sten nr wire, but 
he will not be able to fix up the Pittsfield 
matter on any such terms. 

“A young man by the name of Feeley 
stated to me on Saturday, the 2d of Feb- 
ruary, that he saw Quinn at Pittsfield on 
Monday. the 20th of August, being the same 
dav of the tragedy, and that he had known 
Quinn for many vears, and that Quinn 
had been drinking some that morning and 
invited Mr. Feeley to take a drink with him, 
and then stepped aside after taking the 
drink and stated, “I put a young woman 
out of business last night, and they are not 
going to catch me for it, either.”’ Mr. 
Feeley understood Quinn to refer to the 
death of Miss Fosburgh. 

“Tf Tam mistaken in my convictions that 
Quinn, Bly, Patterson and Hackett are the 
gang that entered Mr. Fosburgh’s house 
and killed hts daughter, that by no means 
repudiates the overwhelming evidence that 
eome burglars did enter the house, and did 
kill Miss Fosburgh. It is well known that 
on the occasion when Miss Fosburgh was 
killed. another gang of burglars was operat- 
ing in the vicinity of Pittsfield, and the 
names of these burglars are now well 
known.”

Decision in Weeke Case Will 
be Announced Tomorrow 


ACCUSED OF BRIBING WITNESS 


OFFICIAL TESTIFIED IN HIS OWN 
BEHALF. 


Man to Whom Weeke Is Alleged to 
Have Paid Money Says He Was 
Promised Protection by the 
Former Delegate. 


A sealed verdict was returned last night 
by the jury in the case of the State agalust 
Henry L. Weeke, sergeant-at-arms of the 
House of Delegates, who is under indict- 
ment on the charge of bribing John 
Trimp, prosecuting witness in the state's 
case against Peter Rank and John Nash, 
accused of highway robbery. 

Judge Horatio Wood received the verdict, 
and after discharging the jury, ordered that 
the verdict be kept intact by the clerk of 
the court until 10 o’clock Monday morning. 

In the indictment which was returned jy 
the December grandjury at the instance of 
Circuit Attorney Folk, the defendant was 
charged with paying Trimp a bribe of 3X0 
on an agreement that Trimp wou!d not 
appear in the Court of Criminal Correction 
to prosecute Nash and Rank whom he iden- 
tied as the men who stopped him on the 
Stréet last March and took from him a 
watch and $17. 

The trial of Weeke was the first of tie 
kind in St. Louis since 1864. 

The evidence offered by the state was 
that Trimp obtained warrants against Nasa 
and Rank in July, and that between that 
time and Aug. 15,.Weeke approached Trimp 
through Samuel Smith and brought about 
an agreement which prevented Trimp from 
appearing on three successive settings of 
the case in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion. He was finally brought into_ that 
court on an attachment, issued by Judge 
Clark. 

Trimp related this chain of circumstances 
on the witness stand and was partially cor- 
roborated by Charles L. Worthel, 1542 Bu- 
channan street, a disinterested person, who 
Says that he happened to overhear a con- 
versation between Weeke and Trimp in the 
court room on Jan. 10. Worthel declared 
under oath that Weeke told Trimp he had 
received all the money he would get and 
added the threat that if Trimp did not drop 
the prosecution he would be sent over the 
road with Nash and Rank. 

After the defense had placed a witness on 
the stand to testify to the reputation of 
Weeke the defendant told his story. It 
made Trimp appear in the character of one 
who was approaching the defendant to ex- 
tort money from him on the promise that 
he would not appear against Nash and 
Rank. 

Trimp said in rebutal Weeke had done 
all of the leading and he had simply agreed 
not to prosecute on the payment of $50 and 
the assurance that he should be protected 
in case he got into trouble for accepting 
the money. Assistant Chief of Detectives 
Smith was called in rebuttal for the pur- 
jose of testifying to the reputation of 
Veeke as a professional bondsman. 


FLAWS SEEN IN

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burglars, the Fosburghs, particularly Beat- 
rice, declare one of the burglars fired as he 
was departing, will be used as evidence.

The country for 
miles was searched by posses but none of 
the vigilantes found burglars who could be 
identified as such by the Fosburghs; nor 
did any of the neighbors see any burglars 
leave the house. 


Night Too Dark 
to See Burglars. 

Fifty or more persons were arrested with- 
in three days within a radius of 100 miles, 
but all cleared themselves and were set 
free. 

The police say that on a night as dark as 
that of Aug, 20, 1900, none of the Fosburghs 
could have seen persons plainly enough in 
the rooms or halls to describe them as the 
Kosburghs describe them in their circum- 
stantial statements made gost after the 
shooting. The family may the whole trag- 
edy was enacted In the darkness, the light 
being turned on by Beatrice. only as the 
burglars were rushing to escape through 
the window of the vacant room. Beatrice 
is quoted by the 
ly that she saw three burglars before she 
turned on the light. 

Deputy Sheriff O'Brien. of the town of 
Adams, who was a clerk of the court in 
Pittsfield at the time of the tragedy, was 
the first to call the attention of the police 
to the fact that there was no mud or dirt 
on the cloth-covered patent leather and no 
sign of wear such as it must have had on 
the foot of a burglar who 
around newmade ground in the dark. 

‘Tt looked just Iike a clerk's shoe.” said 
Mr. O'Brien to a reporter. “It showed no 
signs of rough wear.

RESCUED FROM BURNING BED 


Mrs. Kate Millidor, Sick and Nearly 
Destitute, Saved by Patrolman

Mrs. Kate Millidor, an aged widow, was 
rescued from flames in her-room, at 1004 
Tyler street yesterday afternoon by Pa- 
trolman George Dennison of the Fifth Po- 
lige District. 

Mrs. Millidor is 68 years old, and for 18 
vears she has occupied two small rooms 
in a tenement house. Two weeks ago she 
was reported sick and destitute by the 
police. She has been unable to leave her 
bed since and kind-hearted neighbors had 
cared for her. 

Her bed was close to the stove and yes- 
terday afternoon a spark found lodgment 
in the excelsior mattress on which she lay.

HER JOURNEY SATURDAY A TOUR 
OF TRIUMPH. 


The Crusader Will Go as Far as Chi- 
cago, Where She Will Lecture 
and Then Turn Towards 
Her Home. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

DES MOINES, Io., Feb. 9.—Mrs. Carrie 
Nation had a happy day here. It was full 
of excitement and much attention was paid 
her. She arrived in the city about 1 
o'clock, the train having been delayed an 
hour by the immense crowds which ap- 
peared at every little town to greet her. 
To many of these she made speeches, urg- 
ing the people to smash the saloons because 
she did not have time to stop and do it 
herself. The crowd that greeted her in 
Des ines numbered 3000 or 4000 and the 
people'stood out in the cold wind for an 


hour or more waiting for her arrival. Her 
appearance was greeted with cheeers and 
it was 156 minutes before she could get 
away from the station in a carriage. The 
crowd surrounded her and she shook ev- 
ery hand she could reach. 

After noon she annnounced that she 
would visit some of the sa!oons to taik with 
the propetetors. She declined to say 
whether or not she would do any smash- 
ing. The chief of police told her smashing 
would not be permitted. He offered her an 
escort of six policemen, which she ac- 
cepted with thanks and promised to be 
good. The policemen had orders to see 
that she kept her word. 

She visited four saloons and was fo!- 
lowed through the streets by a crowd of 
several hundred persons. She assured the 
saloon keepers that she had not brought 
her hatchet, but merely wanted to talk 
with them. She asked each one why he 
was in the business, and, upon befng told 
that it was for money, she said that fi was 
the only business in which money was the 
only object, and that he should be in some 
better business, 


Not Afraid 
of Rats and Mice. 

The saloon of A. Roman!, the man who 
prepared for her with 50 rats and mice, was 
carefully avoided by Mrs. Nation. She had 
been told about this place before she 


started. She was asked if she was afraid 
to go to this place on account of the rats 
and mice. 

“Bless you, no,” she said. ‘You ty 
tell that man if he is ready for the fun, 
I am, and I will go there. I am not afraid 
of rats and mice. They would not do me 
any harm. They are just as liable to run 
up his pants legs as any ones. No, sir 
I am not afraid of rats and mice. I would 
enjoy the fun.”’ 

Mr. Romani says that he is going to hang 
on to the rats and mice until Mrs. Nation 
gets out of town. 

“Yes, my mother died in an insane asy- 
lum,’’ admitted Mrs. Nation this afternoon. 
“But she is the only member of my family 
on elther side who was insane. She went 
insane because my father lost his property. 

“I and my friends will return to our 
homes in Kansas in a few days and I 
think it will not be necessary for us to do 
any more saloon smashing. The people 
are going to take care of it themselves 
The men of Kansas, when they see that 
women are forced to go out and do this 
business, will take it upon themselves to 
shut up these hell holes. It was necessary 
for women to start the work and that’s 
why I commenced it. 

“Yes, I know it’s a personal matter with 
me because these saloons have bit my 
children. Yes, I’ve heard that, but that 
is rot the reason. It’s because they bite 
other women’s children and other women's 
husbands. That's the reason I am fighting 
them.”’ 

Mrs. Nation lectured here tonight under 
the auspices of the Y. M. C. A. She will 
spend Sunday here, go to Muscatine Mon- 
day and Chicago Tuesday and probably go 
home from there. 


Journey One 
of Triumph. 

Mrs. Nation’s tour through the western 
part of the state this forenoon took on a 
new feature and was a triumphal one to 
the little Kansas saloon smasher. She 


made a dozen addresses from the platform 
of a Rock Island passenger train to as 
many crowds in the towns she passed 
through to come to Des Moines to deliver 
e re. 
” tn the afternoon she visited four saloons, 
doing no damage, but drawing such a big 
crowd on the street that the police were 
compelled to stop the crusade. In the even- 
ing she addressed 2000 people in the Y. M. 
torium. 

The aeay from Council Bluffs to At- 
lantic was made quietiy, the hour being 
too early for many people to be out to see 
eg ye org first visitors swarmed into 
the train and as Mrs. Nation saw them 
coming down the aisle she called out: 

“Hello, boys; glad to see you, shake 
hands. God bless the boys and the young 
men: I tell you I just love you all. 

The firet large crowd of the day was en- 
countered at Anita, where Mrs. Nation was 
roused, a window opened and hands 
clutched through the aperture. Fully a 
hundred persons were gathered on tho 
platform and as many as could surged up 
to the car and shook hands with Mrs. Na-

Prosecutor Prepares to Take 
His Dying Statement. 


STATE DETECTIVES REPORT 


PREACHER’S LIFE WAS PURE— 
MES. BAKER HYSTERICAL. 


Stories Afloat About the Clergyman’s 
Drinking Habits, but They Are 
Denied by Friends. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—Public Prosecutor 
Erwin of Hudson County received infor- 
mation this evening from the doctors at- 
tending the Rev. John Keller, who was shot 
by Thomas G. Barker at Arlington, N. J., 
that the clergyman is likely to die at any 
time. 

At 2:30 p. m. the public prosecutor, Detec- 
tive McCormick and a stenographer started 


from Jersey City for Arlington to take the 
@nte-mortem statement of the wounded 


man. 

Mr. Keller gave a full account of his re- 
lations with the Barkers. Emphatically 
the sick man denied that he had ever as- 
saulted Mrs. Barker, and declared that he 
had been shot without warning. He was 
strong in asserting that he had never giv- 
en any reason for the attack last Sunday, 
and did not see who shot hinf. 

Thomas G. Barker, who is in the Hudson 
County Jail, is reported to have declared 


that he did not care whether the minister 
died. He said he had shot him with the 
intention of killing him. 

Public Prosecutor James S. Erwin has the 

port of Special Detective McCormick, who 

as been at Arlington, N. J., since the day 
of the Barker-Kelier tragedy complling ev- 
idence to be used by the state in the pros- 
ecution of Barker. 

Two important points are covered in detall 
by Detective McCormick in his report. One 
fs the general character of the Rev. John 
ene was shot by Thomas G. Barker 
ast Sunday. The other is the mental and 
physical condition of Mrs. Barker, whose 
story of wrong led her husband to attempt 
the murder of her alleged assailant.

Committee’s Report on West 
Point Hazing. 


THE RESPONSIPILITY FOR CADET 
BOOZ’S DEATH NOT FIXED. 


The Acts Committed at the Academy, 
Says the Report, Are in Many 
States Punished as Felonies. 


POST-DISPATCH BUREAU, 
1347 Pennsylvania Avenue. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The House com- 
mittee which investigated the hazing at 
West Point Military Academy repored to- 
day. The report does not fix responsibility 
for the deaths of Cadets Booz and Breth, 
but recommends the passage of a law pro- 
viding that the superintendent of the acad- 
emy ‘‘shall suppress all challenge fighting 
and every form of hazing at the academy, 
and shall, whenever advised of any facts 
tending to indicate any violation of the 
laws, rules or regulations of the academy, 
at once investigate the same.”’ 

Any student found guilty of hazing or 
fighting, or in any way abetting either of 
these offenses, shall be dismissed and de- 
barred forever from service in army, navy 
Or marine corps. 

The committee divides hazing into classes 
On degrees: :

system of fighting has gradually grown up 
which has been shocking in its character. 
Bach of the upper classes has a regular 
fighting committee, and whenever it is re- 
ported, for example, to the president of the 
third class, that some fourth class man 
has refused to obey any of the unlawful 
and itiegal orders of an upper class man 
or has in some other important respect vio- 
lated the upper class code, the president 
calls his fighting committee together, and 
if it thinks the charge true, it orders the 
fourth-class man called out and names the 
man who is to whip him.” 

“To show his grit and courage, the de- 
feated party, altnough helpless so far as 
fighting is concerned, must nominally go 
on sec long as by any possibility he can 
come back to the ring, even though he is 
incapable of doing anything but take pun- 
ishment. Many of the witnesses say that 
he must fight until knocked insensible; 
others say that, of course, he would be ex- 
cused when physically incapable of coming 
up again. 

“In the opinion of this committee, when 
this system of fighting has been destroyed, 
the worst forms of hazing must die with 
it. Such fights as these are felonies in 
many of the states. They have gone on for 
years at West Point, and no one has been

‘The fourth-class man has no 
right t¢ speak socially to the upper class 
man and when he speaks to Rim on busti- 
ness he addresses him as “‘mister’’ or “sir.’’

Activity in Building—Agents’ Reports 
of Sales—Leading Transfers of the 
Week—Miscellaneous Notes. 


There was little in the selling market in 
real estate circles last week to call for 
Special mention. In fact, the dullness 


would be discouraging did not agents be- 
lieve that the market is merely awaiting 
the final settlement of the World's Fair 
question to take on new life. Business last 
week was principally in the sale of dwell- 
ings and in leases of business property, of 
which last there were several. 


Activity in Building. 


Building has hardly ever been as active in 
St. Louis as it is now. A large number of 
permits are issued each week, and a good 
share of them are for expensive business 
houses as well as for high-grade and me- 
dium priced reidences. Mention has been 
made in these columns during the past 
week of the new mercantile structure which 
Mr. Daniel Catlin will place at 1108 to 1114 
Washington avenue, to be completed on 
Dec. 1, and of the new four-story hotel to 
be erected on the southeast corner of West 
Pine boulevard and King’s highway. 

A new building is to be constructed at 
once on the southeast corner of Sixth street 
and Franklin avenue, 130x65 feet, for Luy- 
ties Bros. Grocer Co. It is to be especially 
adapted to the retail grocery trade, and will 
be completed by May 1. The demand for 
dwellings is excellent. Mr. J. Il. Epstein 
sold two recently for a client, who is a 
builder, almost as soon as they were com- 
pleted. The Mercantile Trust Co. reports 
that builders are acquiring their old time 
activity. It sold last week three lots in 
Mount Gamble to Willlam Richardson, on 
which he proposes to erect substantial but 
medium priced residences. They are on the 
east side of Temple place, between Ridge 
and Minerva avenues, and were sold for 
$2400 cash for the account of A. O. Bauer of 
= gers Germany. These make five lots 
sola to Mr. Richardson within the past 
month. 


After a New Library Building. 


Mr. E. 8. Mathews of the Mathews Real 
Estate Co. thinks that the citizens of St. 
Louis ought to ask Mr. Carnegie for $1,009,- 
000 for a new library building. The article 
in the magazine section of this issue of the 
Post-Dispatch comes opportunely to 
strength Mr. Matthews’ neultion. He calls 
attention to the fact that if a city will pro- 
vide a site and agree to appropriate an- 
nually 10 per cent of Mr. Carnegie’s dona- 
tion for the running expenses, the steel 
king will make a gift for that purpose, as he 
has already done in 120 cities. The annual 
expenses of the public library in St. Louis 
are now from $60,000 to $75,000, and with 
a new and moie commodious building they 
would approxilmate $100,000. In discussing 
the matter yesterday, Mr. Mathews said 
that the city already had the site and that 
as Mr. Carnegie had unquestionably made 
more than 351.000.0000 out of St. Louis in 
selljng structural steel. the philanthropist 
would, no doubt, if properly approached, 
cheerfully give that much out of this year’s 
$12,000,000, to be donated for a magnificent 
World’s Fair public library building in the 
fourth city in the union. Mr. Mathews saw 
no objection to calling it the Carnegie Li- 
brary, in return for such a princely gift.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Trusts and cor 
porations have won a great victory again, 
The Senate finance committee has com- 
pletely readjusted the reductions made in 
the war taxes by the House to reward 
those trusts and corporations which con- 
tributed to the Republican campaign fund, 

The Tobacco Trust is relieved from the 
payment of $10,000,000. 


The brewers are given a reduction of 
50 cents a barrel on beer. 


The tax on bankers’ capital and surplus 
is reduced by one half. 


Few concessions are given the bank cus- 
tomers. The bank check tax of two cents 
is retained. It is a practical certainty that 
the House will, as usual, yield to the Sen- 


ate and permit the Senate substitute bill 
to become a law.

HE -photograph . reproduced for the first 
time in the Sunday Post-Dispatch. today 

: was taken at my request in the year 1860, 
just subseqnent to Mr. Lincoln’s famous Cooper 
Union speech. 

So far as know, neither this picture nor any 
one resembling it has ever yet been published: 
The origin of the picture is as follows: 

“I sat at dinner with Abraham Lincoln at. the 
house of George B. Lincoln. in Brodéklyn, Feb. 
“7, 1860, and that night listened to his speech at 
the Cooper Institute, 

Upon Mr. Lincofn’s nomination for the presi- 
dency I determined to have struck, at my own ex- 
pense, a campaign medal bearing a likeness ol 
the party’s choice, and I deemed it necessary 
to‘have a profile photograph. 

I wrote to Mr. Lincoln, asking him to sit for 
such a photograph. This letter I sent through 
my friend, George B. Lincoln. 

The photograph came even sooner than I ex- 
pected, and I placed. it jn the hands of George 
Hl. Lovett of New York, who engraved the die. 

After the issue of the medal Mr. Lovett re- 
turned to me the photograph. which I have kept 
among my treasures until, in October last, I pre- 
sented it to the National Museum in Washington. 

There are evidences that the photograph was 
retouched with India ink. I cannot, of course, say 
wheth er any other prints were taken from the 
negative, but I do know that the picture was 
taken for my particular purpose. The original 
was never out of nly possession, even tor a mo- 
ment, until I deposited itin the National Museum.

Ann Rutledge died in August, 1835. Lincoln's grief 
was inconsclable. Her death shadowed all his remaining 
years. 

Two months after her death’McNeill (or McNamara} 
came back with all his people in a “prairie schooner.”

Robert Lincoin has had what in any many who en- 
tered life on his own merits—which a great man’s son can- 
not do—would be called a distinguished career.

’ not, though he is an accomplished and urbane gentleman, 
aman of great gifts, and has never profoundly impressed 
his personality on his country or even on his own political 
party. 

Robert Lincoln, whose education was the object of his 
father's most passionate longing, passed from Phillips 
Exeter Academy to Harvard College, and then began 
the study of law. Shortly, however, in 1864, he felt that 
he conld no longer remain aloof from the army, and as- 
sumed a captaincy under Gen. Grant. The war over, 
young Lincoln again devoted himself to the study of the 
law, in which profession he continued until 1881. when 
President aGrfield appointed him secretary of war. 

For four years he filled this office most honorably. 

His late appointment as Ambassador to the Court of

HE most noteworthy Lincoln's Birthday souvenir 


of the present year is a tiny volume published by 


McClure, Phillips & Co., and entitled “Abraham _ 


_ Lineotn; His 


Book.” This is the only, volume that’ 
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These are followed by the letter produced on this page. 

The voliime owes its unique origin to the political sit- 
uation of i858. Lincoln and Douglas were opposing can- 
didates for the llinois senatorship. Lincoin's cnemies 
represente! him as favoring the social and political 
equality of whites and blacks. 

To correct this misrepresentation, Mr. Lincoln collected 
everything that he had said on the subject, placed it in 
this little book and sent it to his friend, Capt. James N. 
Brown, to whem the letter is written. 

Afterward, at every speech of the canvass, Capt. Brown 
was able to draw the little notebook from his pocket 
and give Lincoln's exact position on the negro question, 
precisely as Lincoln had himself set it down. 

‘The little book did not win Lincoln the senatorship. 
but it passed down as an heirloom in the Brown family, 
and it is one of the captain’s sons who was able to give 
to the publishers the volume they have so cleverly repro- 
duced. The letter follows: 

: “Springfield, Oct. 18, 185%. 

“Hon. J. N. Brown— 

“My Dear Sir: I do not perceive how I can express my- 
self more plainly maa { have done in the foregoing ex- 
tracts. In four of them have expressly disclaimed al! 
intention to bring about social and political equality be- 
tween the white and black races; and, in all the rest, 1 
have done the same thing by clear implication. + 

“I have made it equally plain that I think the negro is 
included in the word ‘men’ used in the Declaration of 
Independence. ; 

“I believe the declaration that ‘all me nare created 
equal is the great fundamental principle upon which our- 
free institutions rest; that negro slavery is violative oi 
that principle; but that by our frame of governmeni, that 
principle Nas nut been made one of legal obligation, that 
by our frame of government, the states which have slavery 
are to retain it, or surrender it, at their own pleasure: 
and that all others—individuals, irce states and national 
governmcnt—are constitutionally bound to leave them 


alone about it. 

“T believe our government was thus framed because of 
the necessity. springing from the actual presence ol 
slavery, when it was framed. 

“That such necessity does not exist in the territories 
where slavery is not present. 

“In his Mendenhall speech Mr. Clay says: 

“*Now, as an abstract principle, there is no doubt of 
the truth of that declaration (all men created equal). and 
it is desirable, in the original construction of society, and 
in organized societies, to keep it in view as a great fund- 
amental privciple.’ 

“Again, in the same speech, Mr. Clay says: 

“ ‘If a state of nature existed, and we were about to lay 
the foundations of suciecy, no man would be more stronge- 
ly opposed than I should to incorporate the institution 
of slavery among us cfements.’ 

“Exactly so. In our new free territories a state of na- 
ture does exist. In them Congress lays the foundations 
of society, and, im layisg those foundations, I say, with 
Mr. Clay, it is desirable that the declaration of the equal- 
ity.of all men snail be kept in view, as a great funda- 


‘miental principle; and that Congress, which lays the fuun-

Twenty-one of these are in his 
native country, Scotland; 95 of them in his 
adopted the United States of 
America; two of them in England and one 
each in Cuba and Ireland, The Carnegie li- 
braries are in 26 of the United States, in 
one territory and the District of Columbia. 

The separate gifts to each range from 
$2,100,000 at the Carnegie Library, Pittsburg, 
Pa., to $100, an annual gift for special work 
at the public library at Boston, Mass, 

Other libraries near St. Louis which Mr. 
Carnegie has helped establish are those at 
Aurora, Ill., to which he gave $50,000; Pe- 
kin, Ill, to which he gave $10,000, and at 
Jefferson City, Mo., toward the erection of 
which he contributed $25,000.

‘t must appropriate a certain sum af 
taeney each year for maintenance of the lIi- 
brary and furnish a site. Pittsburg, for ex- 
ample, devotes $40,000 annually to the maine 
tenance of the magnificent library given the 
community by Mr. Carnegie. He insists 
that each community do this, usually ask- 
ing that a sum equaling 10 per cent of the 
sum he gives be provided each year for 
maintenance of the library. For fllustration, 
a city receiving a $50,000 gift must vote 
$5000 of its municipal funds to the support 
of the library. 

Mr. Carnegie insists that the money for 
maintenance shall be provided in this way 
for the reason that it makes every taxpayer 
in the community contribute something to- 
ward maintaining the public library—makes 
the poorest property holder a stockholder 
in the library and gives him an opportunity 
to feel that he has a right to all the priv- 
ileges the library affords. 

The Allegheny Free Library, to which Mr, 
Carnegie has given $630,000, was opened by 
President Harrison in 189. Mr. Carnegie 
said, in presenting the library to the peo- 
ple: 

“My wife and I realize tonight now in- 
finitely more blessed it is to give than 
receive. I wish that the masses of work- 
ing men and women, the wage earners of 
all Allegheny, will remember and act upon 
the ‘fact that this is their library, their 
gallery and their hall. The poorest citizen, 
the poorest man, the poorest woman, who 
toils from morn till night for a lHvelihood 
—as, thank heaven, I had that toil to do 
in my early days—as he walks this hall, 
as he reads the books from these alcoves, 

as he listens to the organ and admires the 
works of art in this gallery, equally with 
the millionaire and the foremost, citizen, 
I want him to exclaim in his own heart: 

‘Behold, all this is mtne! 1 support it, 
and I am proud to support it.

Te American Indian is just now oc- 
cupying a very prominent place in 
the press of the country. Washington 
dispatches announce that the new census 
returns are going to show more Indians in 
the country now than were here when Co- 
lumbus came; the Indian Territory is in a 
fair way to be made a part of what is 
going to be the new State of Oklahoma; 
the Osage Indians are petitioning Congress 
for self-rule, setting forth that they have 
become a civilized people, are good citizens 
and industrious, who educate their children 
and conform to law as well as any of the 
people of the states enjoying self-govern- 
ment; the Kickapoo Indians are petitioning 
the Mexican government for a reservation 
in the State of Coahuilla; the Creeks have 
had a farcical war; the Mayas are fighting 
with the Mexican soldiers in Yucatan, and 
a new commander has been sent into the 
mountains of North Mexico to conquer the 
Yaquls. , 

These latter-day activities among the ab- 
original peoples are indications that the In- 
dian is still struggling for his own. He is 
not struggling as strenuously as he did un- 
der Pontiac, Tecumseh and Sitting Bull, but 
he is still a protestant against the loss of 
his country beautiful and his wilderness 
well-beloved. From the Indian, puissant, 
has in less than a century become the In- 
lian without power—powerless alike to hold 
his own by force of arms or to refuse to 
accept the civilization of the whites. The 
Indian of the primitive type—the Indian 
of the paint and panther grace, the twang- 
ing bow and the young American's delight— 
will disappear with greater rapidity in the 
next ten years than he is gone in any three 
or four decades of the past. The day of the 
tepee, the tribe and the reservation is near- 
ing twilight. Henceforth must the Indian, 
in his customs, his society, his government 
and dress, be a white man, lending a hand 
in the day’s work and supporting himself 
in the way and wise in which the white 
man lives. 

It is the enthusiastic census enumerator, 
and not the ethnologist, who is ready to 
say there are more Indians in the country 
now than were here when Columbus came. 
The best that can be expected of the most 
recent count is 260,000 Even that would be 
a gain of 10,000 over the census figures of 
1890. 

When Eric the Red came to North Amer- 
ica from Iceland in the eleventh century he 
explored much of the new England coast 


‘ and saw nothing of an Indian. Ewald, the

first of the bold Norseman’s sons to repeat 
his father’s trip to the new-found land, 
found traces of fires and remnants of 
cooked flesh, but, though he and his men 
were on the New England coast through 
an entire winter, they saw no natives. It 
was not until Thorwald, the second son of 
Eric, made the trip that the first natives 
were seen. Seeing a little party of the red 
men in the wood along shore, the Norsemen 
stole upon them and attacked them furfous- 
ly, slaying some and making others captive, 
In an attack upon the Europeans, by re- 
inforcements, Thorwald himself was slain. 
The Indian could not have been numerous 
on the Atlantjc coast at that early time, 
else Eric and Ewald would have seen some- 
thing of him. 

*Prof. J. W. Powell, chief of the United 
States Bureau of Ethnology for many 
years, estimates that there are now less 
than half as many Indians in the United 
States as were here when Columbus came. 
The people who came in the Mayflower 
found several tribes of Indians along the 
New England coast; De Soto, less than a

hundred years before, had found Indians 
numerous all along his disastrous match 
from Florida to the Ozarks; Marquette, in 
1673, found Indians all along the great 
lakes, the Fox, Wisconsin, Illinois, Missourt 
and Mississippi rivers, the aggregate native 
populatien along these waterways seeming 
to be several hundreds of thousands; Coro- 
nado found populous nations of Indians in 
his march from Mexico up to the Missouri 
river; Lewis and Clarke, in their journey to 
the far Northwest, found Indians numerous 
all along the route; George Catlin, 
spent several years among the Indians of 
the Northwest early in the present century, 
found such tribes as the Mandans, the 
Crows, Sioux, Blackfeet and Cheyennes 
very numerous, some of them numbering 
upwards of 50,000 souls. The people who 
settled the country found Indians from 
Maine to California and from Lake Superior 
to the Rio Grande. From these facts the 
ethnologist is led to believe that the In- 
dians of the United States during the early 
days of Caucasion settlement did not num- 
ber less than a million and were more like- 
ly aS numerous as two millions. At any 
rate it is ridiculous to suggest that there 
are as many Indians in the United States 
today as there have been at any period 
since Columbus discovered the new world. 


It is doubtless true that the Indian has 
long ago ceased to lose in numbers. The 
things which depleted his ranks are no 
longer visited upon him. His heaviest losses 
in the early days were due to wars with 
white men. Poorly armed and unskilled in 
war, and lacking the cunning of the Cau- 
casian, poor Lo won very few of the en- 
gagements he fought with the newcomer 
and almost invariably suffered ths great- 
est loss in men killed. Epidemics of disease 
also decimated his ranks. Between 1834 and 
1840 almost 50,000 men, women and children 
of the tribes of the Upper Missouri river 
died with smallpox, taken among them by 
a steamboat from St. Louis. The Mandan 
nation was by this single epidemic rendered 
extinct, and the Crows and Cheyennes suf- 
fered terribly. Such ravages of disease were 
unknown among the Indians before the ad- 
vent of the white man. 


A majority of the Indians in the United 
States are now in the Indian Territory. The 
great tribes of ‘the Cherokees, Creeks, 
Chickasaws.and Choctaws have made such 
progress there that it is now proposed to 
make of their territory either a part of a 
new state with Oklahoma or at an early 
date a separate state. It is singular that 
these tribes, which have fared best through 
the white occupation, are all from. the 
South, and were the butt end of the race in 
its halcyon days, equalling neither in num- 
bers or power the great tribes of the North 
and the Northwest. But they were quick- 
est to accept the inevitable, and to become 
citizns of a state of the Union is ere long to 
be théir reward. ; 


The Osage Indians, who are now petition- 
ing the government for self-rule, have a 
distinction among the aboriginal peoples. 
They are the largest Indians, of North 
America. Excepting the giants of Pata- 
gonia, they are the largest Indians known. 
Few of the Osage men grow less than six 
feet high; many of them are six feet six; 
a few of them are seven feet tall. The his- 
tory of their tribe, as it hag been handed 
down through the years, is one of the most 
interesting relations in ethnology. The 
Osage is eof Slouan or Dakota stock. He 
is the original owner of what is now the 
state of Missouri. It is a tradition of the 
tribe that years ago the Osages came up the 
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Mississippi river from the South and set- 
tled near the present site of St. Louis. 
They were a numerous people and great 
hunters, and they came to this part of the 
valley to be nearer the buffalo. Three 
times each year the men of the tribe or- 
ganized a great hunting party and went 
out on the plains. Here they hunted buf- 
falo and jerked meat for the intervals be- 
tween hunts. Oftentimes they would ven- 
ture so far upon the plains they would 
meet hunting parties of the Cheyennes, 
Pawnees and Arapahoes, and some of the 
fiercest of Indian battles were fought by 
the Osages and their foes of the Northwest 
on the plains of what are now the states of 
Nebraska and Kansas It was when the 
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white man pressed them too hard on the 
east, crippling them so they were no long- 
er able to go on the buffalo hunts and de- 
fend themselves against the warlike men 
from the Northwest, that the Osages began 
losing their power. When Marquette de- 
scended the Mississippi in 1673 they were a 
numerous and powerful tribe, living around 
the mouth of the Missouri river and call- 
ing themselves the Vyasashie. They were 
famed all through the valley as the greatest 
hunters. In 1804 the Osages were no long- 
er the powerful tribe they had been. They 
had fought the white man with great fero- 
city, and had always been beaten. In 188)

Of splendid 
physique, they are abundantly able to with- 
stund the rigorous climate of the bleak, 
treeless plains of eastern Patagonia. 

Though not a race of giants, the Te- 
huelches are decidedly above the average 
size. Of the 300 Tehuelches living between

_the Santa Cruz river and the Strait of 


Magellan, I should place the average 
height of the men at not less than five 
feet eleven inches, with an average weight 
of 1% pounds. The fully grown women 
(those above 4 years of age) I should es- 
timate at five feet seven inches, and of an 
average weight of but little, if any, short 
of that of the men. 

This lack of disparity between the phy- 
sical development of the sexes is paralleled 
also in their mental development. It is 
noteworthy and is due very largely to the 
division of labor among them. The labor

The Tehuelches were formerly considera- 
bly more numerous than at present, though 
it is hardly possible that they at any time 
“numbered more than 6000. 

It is doubtful if there are more than 500 
of them remaining in all Patagonia, and 
this small number is being rapidly reduced 
by diseases introduced'’*among them 
through contact with the whites, That they 
are not a prolific people is strikingly evi- 
denced by the small number of children 
common to pure-bred Tehwuelche families. 
In cases where both parents were of pure 
Tehueliche stock I do not remember to have 
seen more than three children in any one 
family, while one or two were much more 
generally the number and frequently there 
were families with no children. 

Firearms are unknown among the south- 
ern Tehuelches, They rely entirely upon 
their skill with the bolas, aided by their 
horses and dogs, for the capture of the 
gSuanaco and rhea, the South American 
ostrich, from which they derive not only 
their chief sustenance but also the skins 
employed in the construction of their cloth- 
ing, bedding and tents or toldas. Formerly 
they used the bow and arrow, but with the 
introduction of the horse at the advent of 
the Spaniard the bola entirely supplanted 
the bow. 

Closely resembling the Tehuelches and 
evidently derived from the same original 
stock are the Onas, inhabiting the plains 
and timbered regions of central, northern 
and eastern Tierra del Fuego. Like the 
Tehuelches, they are of splendid physique 
and live entirely by the chase. They are 

essentially a plains people and only occa- 
sionally frequent the coast. Their island 
having been Separated from the mainiand 
for a remote period of time, they have 
been practically cut off from all commun!- 
cation with their relatives on the north- 
ern shores of the eastern stretches of the 
strait and have thus developed a language 
quite distinct from that of the Tehueiches, 
while many of their customs and arts dif- 
fer materially from those of the latter. 

Not being a maritime people, they have 
been unable to import the horse 
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mainland, so that the Onas of today are in 
much the same condition as were the Te- 
huelches of the mainland prior to the in- 
troduction of the horse. With the Onas 
the bow and arrow is still the one indis- 
pensable weapon for offense and defense; 
while bolas are quite unknown among 
them. 

Owing to the extremely advantageous na- 
ture of their lands for sheep-farming pur- 
poses and the consequent aggressiveness 
of the Fuegian sheep grower of the present 
day, the tribe is being rapidly decimated, 
and their extinction in the no distant future 
seems inevitable. Already their natural 
habitat is entirely occupied by Europeans, 
and they have been driven back into less 
favorable districts where food is scarce and 
obtained with difficulty. 

The Patagonian natives of. the Pacific 
coast differ from those of the Atlantic 
quite as much as do the climate, vegeta- 
tion and physiographic features. The na- 
tives of the west coast, while belonging to 
at least two distinct tribes, may be very 
appropriately denominated, collectively, as 
Channel Indians. All their activities clus- 
ter about the coast. They live on and 
about the shores of the inland waters 
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with slaughter. They numbered 6300 people 
in 1804. Smallpox had killed thousands of 
them, and wars with the Sacs and Foxes 


They no longer dared hunt on the 
the most powerful could es- 
there. They formed an 
alliance with the Illinois Indians, who had 
driven from the Illinois valley, and 
held their own for a while, making a truce 
with the Sac and Fox tribe in 1804. But the 
spirit of the Osage had been broken, and 
in 1871 he left Missouri and went to his 
present reservation on the southeast cor- 
ner of Kansas, where he remains today. In 
his new home the Osage has prospered. He

of his fighting. They were fierce haters 
of the encroaching whites and when final-. 
ly dispossessed of their lands in Illinois 
and Indiana they went to the Osage river. 
They had only been conquered by such war- 
riors as Gen. Scott, Zachary Taylor and 
William Henry Harrison. Their lands were 
ceded in 1815 and they were given $2000 a 
year for 15 years. Some of the tribe re- 
fused to locate on the Qsage river reserva- 
tion and went on to Texas, declaring that 
they would not live in the United States. 
They were good as their threat, for when 
Texas became a part of the United States 
the Texas Kickapoos went on to Mexico. 
In 1854 the Kickapoos on the Osage river 
went on the warpath. At this time they 
numbered 500 people. Some of these went 
to Mexico to jotn the Kickapoos there when 
their uprising was put down by the gov- 
ernment. The rest of them were sent to 
a reservation in Kansas and a portion of 
these joined the Kickapoos in Mexico dur- 
ing the Civil war. The tribe's appeal for a 
reservation in the State of Coahuilla tndi- 
cates its Intention to stay out of the United 
States. The Kickapoos will not be gov- 
erned by the people who took their lands. 


The Mayas, who have gone to war with 
the Mexican troops in Yucatan, are de- 
scendants of a people not only more an- 
cient than the Aztecs but surpassing all 
Other native people of the western hemf- 
sphere in intelligence. The Mayas octu- 
pied what are now Yucatan and Honduras. 
They were at one time a numerous and 
powerful people and America is richest in 
archeology where they lived. There is ne 


other such archeological treasure in Amer-. 


ica as the ruins of the old Maya city of 
Copan, in Honduras, and the many hun- 
dreds of remains of these people in Yuca- 
tan. The Mayas had a literature of their 
own, a@ calendar and great temples and 
palaces, and there is no greater mystery in 
the world’s ethnology than that of the al- 
most complete disappearance of these peéeo- 
ple. The Mayas of the present day number 
less than 1000. They are among the most 
wretched of American Indians, living in the 
dense, dank forests of Yucatan and living 
lazily and miserably. The Peabody Ex- 
ploration Society some years ago secured 
from the Mexican and Honduras govern- 
ments permission to explore the ruins of 
Copan and others of the Maya cities and 
protect the ruins from yandalism and theft.

family and were first fouhd around Lake Indian. 
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For houses they usually erect exceeding- 
ly primitive structures formed of inter- 
woven or piled-up branches of trees, which 
would seem, even to most semi-civilized 
peoples, quite inefficient protection from 
the storms that almost constantly prevall 
here. They find their chief occupation in 
collecting shellfish, in fishing, and in hunt- 
ing the fur seal and sea otters. From the 
Skins they make their scanty clothing, 
while the flesh and blubber serve them as 
ad@itional food. 


They eat their food either raw or slightly 
roasted on fires that are kept constantly 
burning on a few sods placed in the bot- 
toms of their canoes. They are not en- 
tirely carnivorous, frequently varying their 
diet by the addition of a few species of 
edible fungi that grédw on the beechtrees 
of the adjacent forests. 


The Channel Indians are of two distinct 
tribes, differing in language, though for 
the most part quite similar in their mode 
of life and in the arts employed by them 
in the gaining of a livelihood. 


The more numerous and more warlike 
and powerful of these tribes are known 4s 
the Alaculoffs. They occcupy all the west 
coast of the mainland together with the 
adjacent islands, the western stretches of 
the Strait of Magellan, southern and west- 
ern Tierra del Fuego as far east as Beagle 
Channel and the islands lying to the south- 
west. 


THE 
OLD BELL OF 


KASKASKIA. 


N anticipation of the St. Louls World's 
| Fair of 1903, citizens of Kaskaskia, Lil., 

are already taking steps to protect the 
famous old bell which was presented to the 
Catholic Church at that place in 1672, to 
prevent it being removed and exhibited at 
that greatest of all coming events. 

An ordinance is being prepared making it 
an offense against the village to attempt to 
carry away this bell, and a committee has 
been selected to bring the matter before 
the Legislature of Illinois. 

This action was precipitated by the mem- 
ory of the trying times Kaskaskia had 
when Chicago was preparing for the Co- 
lumbian Exposition in 1893. 

Although the old bell is cracked and 
weather beaten, and although the French 
and Latin inscriptions with which it was 
once decorated are no longer visible, it ts 
still very dear to the people of Kaskaskia, 
and they prize it above all other posses 
sions. 

When Chicago tried to get hold of it & 
mass meeting of citizens was held and 
guards were appointed to watch the bell, 
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of the parish were in favor of exhibiting 
it Chicago went on with her plans. 

One evening a party of five men, Mmemr- 
bers of the lllinois Historical Society, at- 


tempted to enter the Catholic Church and 
get possession of the bell, but were pre- 
vented by the guards and beat a hasty re- 
treat to Chester. 

A former citizen of Kaskaskia, then re- 
siding at Chester, volunteered to help them, 
A skiff was rowed up the river to within 
a mile of the town. Four of the members 
waited. That day a new book agent ap- 
peared in Kaskaskia. He became acquajrt 
ed with the guards and offered to watch 
with them that night. During the night 
he produced a bettie of whisky and more 
was secured, with the result that the twe 
Kaskaskia guards fell asleep. Then the 
watchers from the river came up and fe- 
moved the bell, assisted by the bogus book 
agent, and it was soon on board a train 
bound for Chicago. It was exhibited at 
the World's Fair and then returned to Kas

Besides these there are more than a hun- 
dred private lighting plants, any one of 
which would suffice for a small city. iach’ 
of the large hotels, office buildings, brew- 
erles and factories has its own dyinainuvs, 
some of them several. The Anheuser-Busch 
Brewery and the Liggett & Myers tobacco 


factory each make as much electricitv as 
some of the plants that do nothing clse. + 

The Planters’ Hotel alone uses all of the 
electric current that can be generated by a 
250 horse-power engine and dynamo, and, 
in addition, has connection with the service 
wires of a lighting company as a provision 
in case of break-downs. Other downtown 
hotels use nearly as much current, and a 
few of the office buildings more, while the 
large retail stores each has a complete 
plant. 

Statistics in the office of the supervisor 
of city Hghting show that within the last 
five years there has been heavy increase 
in the consumption of both gas and elec- 


tricity—considerably greater than the in- 
crease in population. Men who have made 
a study of the question say this is due 
largely to the desire of well-to-do men to 
add to the attractiveness of their homes. 
As a case in point it is sald that one West 
End mansion, recently completed, has more 
than 1500 incandescent lights fn the ceilings 
of the parlor, ball room and Hbrary. The 
new St. Louis Club has nearly twice this 
number. 

The invention of the incandescent gas 
mantel has contributed to the increase in 
the use of gas, and has in a large measure 
relegated the decorative parlor lamp of @ 
few years ago to the shades of oblivion. 


Another thing that has poured money in- 
to the coffers of the lighting companies is 
the smoke-blanket which hangs above the 
city day in and day out and grows more 
dense from month to month. The shutting 
out of sunlight by this pall of smoke makes 
the use of artificial ight in business houses 
the rule where in former times it was the 
exception. In hundreds of downtown of- 
fices electric lights and gas jets are used 
every day fm the year. In the basement 
of a retail store on Washington avenue 50 
arc lights are kept in constant service. 

This use of artificial light in the daytime 
keeps the machinery of all the public light- 
ing plants running, without a minute's let- 
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up, from year’s end to year's end. Double 
forces of engineers and firemen are neces- 
sary, and extra engines and dynamos are 
kept ready for work always. 

The coal used in making light for §t, 
Louis keeps 42 miners in Illinois apd 
Pennsylvania at work constantly; requires 
three trains of cars a day for Its trans- 
portation; varies in pricé from $1.8 te 
$4.00 per ton. ;

Them Take Care of the Women,

HERE are no women in the whole- 
ih sale spice and tea house of Julius 

Schotten & Co. of St. Louis, al- 
though it has an office force of 14, a fac- 
tory force of 90 and 14 traveling represen- 
tatives—a total of 118 persons. 

The stenographers of this house are 
young men. The bookkeepers are men. 
The factory workers are all men and boys. 
Seventy-five per cent of them could be re- 
placed by women and girls. The stenogra- 
phers could be replaced by girls without 
lowering the standard of work; girls and 
women could take the places of some of 
the bookkeepers and more than half of the 
factory workers, but they do not because 
Julius J. Schotten, the proprietor, says: 

“This is a place for men.” 


The private office of Julilus J. Schotten 
is a parlor. He resides with his family at 
Hotel Beers. Concerning his methods of 
business and the fact that he does not 
employ women, Mr. Schotten said to the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch:

YOUNG lady came to me one day and 

A asked for work. She said she had a 
younger brother she had to support. 

I told her to send the brother down. She 
did, and I gave him employment at wages 
enough to support himself and his sister. 
I do not want anyone to think I am the 
enemy of the women and girls who work. 
I am not. I am seeking to help them. 1 
may be wrong, but I believe I am right. 
There are women and girls working in St. 
Louis whose husbands and brothers are 
doing nothing. There are young men doing 
housework and washing dishes whose sis- 
ters provide the family income. This is 
wrong. There should be work for the men 
and boys. The mothers and wives and Sis- 
ters should be comfortably supported at 
home. The girl who works downtown ev- 
ery day cannot become much of a house- 
keeper. Housekeeping makes housekeep- 
ers. Girls working downtown are not ac- 
quiring much experience in houseKeeping. 
The home becomes to them a piace of too 
many restrictions. They have had a taste 
of the wbdrld without, the workaday world 
and its intense activities, things never in- 
tended for women, things too rough for the 


'gentleness of women. 


So I never employ women or girls. 
If every business» man employed nothing

but men and paid them men’s wages Bt. 
Louis would not be full of girls and wom- 
en compelled to work. The young men 
would be able to make enough money to 
enable them to marry the girls and take 
care of them. 

I could probably save $2500 a year by dlis- 
charging some of my men and boys and 
putting women and girls in their places. 
But | would not do it. I have no right to 
do it, and I have no inclination to do it. 
I do not care to get rich,.that way. The 
men I employ are paid enough to enable 
them to begome providers for people de- 
pendent upon them. Their mothers and sis- 
ters are not compelled to work. 

There is not an employe in my office 
force who is paid less than $75 a month. 
I start a capable young man out at $60 a 
month. He is worth that to me. My ste- 
nographer is worth to me what I pay him 
—$75 or $100 qa month, I forget which. I 
could put a good, capable girl in his place 
for $40 a month. But I would not doit. If 
I did I would destroy his fleld of useful- 
ness and divest him of his power to be a 
provider. A man cannot have a family and 
be much of a provider on $10 a week. 

I have no criticism to make upon busi- 
ness men who do employ women and girls. 
That is their business. Neither have I any 
criticism to make upon houses which pay 
their en.ployes less than they can com- 
fortably live on. That, too, is their busi- 
ness. Occasionally, though, I do wonder 
whether such people enjoy getting rich in 
that way. 

Not long ago a representative of an east- 
eri concern came here and wanted to buy 
me out. I would not sell. There are men 
here who have given their whole lives to 
this business. It has been built by their 
work. Have I a right to sell this place to 
people who might turn these men outdoors? 
I do not belleve I have. This business Is 
the support of these men and those de- 
pendent upon them. They look to it. They 
have a right to do so. They built it up, 
providing here a place where they might 
earn a livelihood. I am not the man who 
would take it from them. It would not be 
fair for me to do-it. 

I have here a young man who came to 
me after working five years for a St. Louis 
Jiouse at $10 a week. Five years at $10 a 
week in one of the biggest cities in Amer- 
ica! He is a bright, capable young man, 
too. I asked him why he left. He _toid Me 
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2, was worth upward of $60,000,000, 

If Geddes & Smith bought stocks and 
bonds they did it quietly and in 
a dignified way.

They came and went with- 
out notice. Occasionally they were 
parties to big deals, as, for instance 
when they bought a great block of Tennes- 
see Coal and Iron stock, which security 
soon aftec went up like a skyrocket.

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Eight Survivors of a Party of 49ers, One 


of Them a Missourian, Meet in Cal- 
ifornia on a Happy Occasion.

IGHT ‘“Jayhawkers,"’ ‘sole survivors 

of a party of several hundred per- 

sons which made one of the most 

hazardous journeys in the records of this 

country, are today celebrating the 51st an- 

niversary of their deliverance from death 

after months of horrible suffering and 
most severe privations. 

The reunion is being held 
L. Dow Stephens, in this city, who was 
himself one of the band which, in 1849, 
Started from Galesburg, Ill., on an overland 
trip to the gold fields of California, then 
just discovered. His guests are:

The stories retold by them are of 
lost wanderings through deserts and over 
mountains, of davs under a burning sun 
without water, of starvation and fatigue 
which crazed and killed, of their finally 
emerging, a mere handful of feeble and 
wasted skeletons, into the fruitful and beau- 
tiful valley of Santa Clara—comparatively 
a short distance from where they are hold- 
ing their reunion—just fifty-one yeas ago. 
But, most wonderful of all, they tell how 
the journey was successfully made by one 
frail little woman and her three little sons, 
aged respectively 4, 7 and 9 years. This 
woman, now aged .86, and one of the chil- 
dren is living today, and is with them to- 
day. 

It was April 5, 1849, that a party of about 
thirty-five persons set out from Galesburg, 
Tll., for the gold fields of California. After 
six weeks of fair travel they reached the 
Missouri river and crossed it about where 
Omaha now is, though there was no ves- 
tige of a town there then, ‘only a few 
squaws, sunning themselves on the bank,”’ 
says Col. John B. Colton, who is historian 
for the association and who is custodian of 
its records. 

The original ‘“Jayhawker’’ party was 
formed in the Platte Valley, principally 

‘with a view to mutual assistance and pro- 
tection. The habit of forming such com- 
binations was common in those days, when 
two or three parties would form one long 
train and travel together. Each party 
would elect a captain, whose duty it was 
to select the camping place and tell off 
details of men for guard and other duties 

Why the name of “Jawhawkers” was 
chosen has been forgotten; but it must have 
been original for. this was years before the 
Kansas jayhawkers were ever heard of. 

The caravan reached Salt Lake City the 
latter part of July, and according to the 
usual custom, remained there for some time 
resting up after the long journey. The Mor- 

‘mons were anxious that the party should 
take the southern route because they wanted 
-@ wagon trail broken from Salt Lake to 
connect with the old Santa Fe trail. Capt. 
Juan Hunt, commander of the Mormon bat- 
talion in the Mexican war, agreed to guide 
the train to Pueblo de Los Angeles for $12 
a wagon. 

'. This offer was.accepted and a train was 
made up of about 100 wagons. The party did 
not leave Salt Lake until Oct. 3, 1849. All 
went well until Little Salt Lake, about 250 
miles south, was reached. Here some of the 
party. got hold of one of Fremont’s maps 
and on studying it evolved the idea of turn- 
ing due west and cutting off several hund- 
red miles of the journey. It was finally de- 
cided that instead of going to the Santa Fe

dered off in the night. We supposed him 
dead, but it was subsequently learned that 
he was captured by the Digger Indians who 
cared for him until he was rescued by a 
United States surveying party, 15 years 
afterward. 

“What the actual death list was wili never 
be known, for many others besides those in- 
cluded in the jayyhawkers tried this route 
and some who had turned back with Capt. 
Hunt again changed their minds and fol- 
lowed in an effort to overtake us. 

There is one incident of the trip of which 
we never talk. There was one member of 
our party who, when our desolation was at 
its greatest, began to talk of casting lots 
to see who should be killed to furnish food 
for the others. We ran him out of our 
camp and effectually put an end to such 
talk. 

Rev. J. W. Brier and his wife were not 
original Jayhawkers, but overtook us af- 
ter we entered the desert. That little wom- 
an was grit clear through, f{ can tell you, 
and we are all proud to account her as one 
of our number.’ One remarkable circum- 
Stance of our trip was that we were at one 
time actually within a few miles of Walk- 
er’s Pass, through the Sierre Nevadas, but 
we turned the wrong way and missed it. 
That was our objective point.

é¢ UR first serious troubles began 
() when we arrived at what was 
apparently a big lake. Instead 
of water we found it to be merely glazed 
mud with a little alkali water. Three days 
later we reached a branch of Forty-Mile 
canyon, where a foot of snow fell upon 
us. We stayed here a week to recuperate 
and our cattle suffered much from cold. 
Finding that the oxen would carry packs 
well the company loaded the necessaries on 
the cattle and burned everything else with 
the wagons. It was a fatal step, as we 
were about 500 miles from Los Angeles with 
only our feet to take us there. 

‘By pushing on’ we crossed the dry bed 
of the Armagosa, passed Funeral Mountain, 
and reached the head of Furnace creek on 
the rim of ‘‘Death Valley.’’ Poor little 
Kirk, my eldest boy, aged 9 years, gave 
out, and I carried him on my back, barely 
seeing where I was going, until he would 
say, ‘Mother, I can walk now.’ Poor little 
fellow! He would stumble on over the 
salty marsh for a time and then again sink 
down crying, ‘I can’t go any further,’ and 
then I would carry him again. Many times 
I thought I would faint, as my strength 
would leave me, and I would stumble to 
my knees. The little ones would beg pite- 
ously for a drop of water, but we had none 
to give them. At times we would see beau- 
tiful mirages of lakes and streams, and 
would press forward over salty marshes 
only to find them a delusion. 

“Looking back on the memory of it after 
all these years the horror of it all still 
causes a shudder. Many times when night 
came on my husband would be on ahead 
looking for water and I would search, on 
my hands and knees, in the starlight, for 
the tracks of the oxen. f 

“Christmas day we fortunately found a 
small stream, or we would all have died 
then and there. It was a Christmas none

could forget. No one spoke much, but I 
knew that all our thoughts were back in 
the states and of all the good things and 
cheer there. Men would sit looking into the 
fire or stand sadly gazing away across the 
mountains. My little ones had no thoughts 
of Santa Claus that year. The men killed 
an ox for our Christmas, but its flesh was 
more like poisonous slime than meat. There 
was not a particle of fat on the bones, but 
we boiled the hide and hoofs for what nu- 
triment they might contain. We also 
cooked and at the little blood there was 
in the carcass. I had one small biscuit, but 
we had plenty of coffee, and I think it 
was that which kept us alive. A march of 
over 20 miles without a drop of water 
brought us to the foot of the mountains, 
where the men climbed up and found some 
snow. Mr. Brier wrapped some in an old 
shirt 'and brought it to us, and we ate it 
frozen hard and thought it the most de- 
licious thing we had ever tasted. We then 
made our way down the Panamint Valley 
to the Mesquit swamp. 

“By this time we had nothing left to eat 
but one small.ox. The JayhawkKers had 
pushed on ahead and left my husband, my- 
self and the children. but when we reached 
the Panamint Range, which was long and 
inaccessible, we again caught up with 
them. 

“By incredible exertion we got to the 
tep of the canyon. Old Father Fisher, after 
getting to the top by clinging to the tail 
of an ox, succumbed to the exertion and 
hunger and fell to rise no more. We had 
a terrible time going down the other side 
of a mountain to a lake, and, when we 
finally did get there, we found the water 
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absolutely undrinkable. It was what is 
now known as Borax Lake. We could dis- 
cover no signs of drinkable water. One of 
our men, named Isham, had fallen behind 
about four miles. A Jayhawker named 
Richards wandered off up the highest peak 
of the Inyo mountains and in a canyon 
discovered what we christened Providence 
Springs and came running back to tell us. 
We camped by the spring, and the next 
day two men went back for Isham. They 
found that he had crawled along four miles 
on our trail on his hands and knees and 
then fallen over and died. 

“Crossing the Inyo mountains we struck 
Walker's old trail, after crossing twenty 
miles of desert, and found grass and water. 
Two days later we again struck out and 
traveled for forty-eight hours without a 
drop of water. Coming to the Coast Range 
we found a fine sping on the edge of the 
desert. Here one of the men named Robin- 
son laid down for a nap, after drinking co- 
piously, and when we went to awaken him 
he was dead. 

“Here the last of our cattle was stam- 
peded by a bear and we were too weak to 
follow them. It seemed that the last hope 


was gone. My husband laid down to die, 
but I found some acorns and ground them, 
and he ate them with great relish, and at 
last consented to try once more to push 
on. Providence must have guided some of 
our party to a dry wash which we fol- 
lowed out into the beautiful Santa Clara 
Valley. The sight of that beautiful valley 
upon jwhich thousands of cattle were feed- 
ing was to us more than a glimpse of Para- 
dise. We had indeed come out from what 
was more than the ‘Shadow of the Valley

Successful Women Declare Their Sex Does Not Cheapen Labor or Destroy Men’s s Chahdes for Employment.

Y da women work? Why do they 
enter stores, factories and busi- 
ness offices or become copyists, 


milliners, notaries public and what not? 
Why do they leave their quiet homes for 
the rush of the business world? Is it be- 
-Cause they enjoy the excitement of a busy 
life, or is it from necessity? Is it the en- 
ticement of pin money, or for the sake of 
having something to do? Have women been 
successful in business? Do they impede the 
progress of men or interfere with their 
work? The following written answers have 
been given by yOung business women inter- 
viewed by the Sunday. Post-Dispatch:

INCE women have made such a success 
S in business, I have concluded that the 
home is not woman's only sphere, yet 
I believe that if the choice were given to 
every woman before she began a business 
career she would elect to stay at home. In- 
deed, I think there are few even after years 
away from the home sphere who would not 
return to it if they could do so. Moat wom- 
en are naturally attracted to the domestic 
life, although it.may happen that, after 
they have gone out into the world, earned 
their own money and spent it as they 
pleased or according to their own judg- 
ment, that form of domestic life where the 
husband or father dispenses the funds and 
gives or withholds, according to his means 
or his ideas, may not be alluring. The bread 
of independence is no lesa sweet to the ac- 

tive, spirited woman than to the man. 

I think another reason why woman grows 
restless in the home sphere is that it is so 
narrow, comprising oftentimes only the 
never-ending routine of daily domestic 
duty, varied possibly by a novel, a concert, 
the theater, calls upon other women who 
are doing the same things. 

I do not belleve that in the final analysis 
it will be shown that women cheapen labor,’ 
It ls to be rem@mbered that, except possibly 
in the ranks of saleswomen, there were few 
avenues open to women 25 years ago. That 
is not a long time, relatively. When women 
came into business they had many things 
to ovércome—total unacquaintance with the 
practicalities, prejudice against women out 
of the home, the natural fear of man that 
he would be superseded, and many other 
things. It would not be reasonable to sup- 
pose that woman should at once leap Into a 
position where she could command wages 
commensurate with what she was fast 
learning to do and be. 

During these formative years she has 
come up bravely until today J believe there 
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as possible, and often have great need, s0 
that, as soon as they realize they are com- 
petent they try to get more. They are 
usually conscientious and industrious, and 
their employers aré often, I am glad to 
say, not slow to see and reward. I think 
if a woman does a man’s work she should 
get a man’s pay. It is the work that is to 
be paid for. Why should the sex of the 
doer enter in?

HERE are precious few girls working 

| from choice.. I will venture to say 
that 6 out of every 12 of these girls 

have somebody depending upon them for 

Support—in many cases whole families, So 


‘when the average girl applies for werk, 
| it’s because of necessity. 


If some man is removed from the posi- 
tion to make room for the girl applicant 
(and I doubt very much if such a thing 
was ever done) and she is offered less per 
month than the man received for doing the 
same work the girl can't help that; she 
will get all she can. It's a case of bread 
and meat with her, as a rule, and she gets 
all there is to be had—and that’s not al- 
ways what she's worth, either. 


I have absolutely no sympathy for the 
chap who goes around saying that we 
have brought salaries down and are taking 
jobs from the men. That’s a bluff, pure 
and simple; the man who would make such 
a confession, you may be certain, is not 
worth even what the girl is getting. 


Then, too, there ts another way of look- 
ing at it. In New York I am told that the 
men bookkeepers are rapidly being done 
away with, and girls taking their places. 
Why? Because the girl, when she is through 
with her work, goes home and gets a good 
night’s sleep and is fresh for business next 
morning. She does this every day and night 
in the year, while her worthy brother may 
£0 on the even tenor of his way for months 
and then take a notion to drown his 
sorrows, and be off for days to come. 
Hence the present condition of affairs. 

Even if things were as bad as the so- 
called beaten-out-of-job men would lead us 
to believe, I cannot see why the firm who 
refuses to pay a girl as much as it would a 
man for doing the same work is not to 
blame, and not the girl. The girl has to 
work; it’s been forced upon her. She can't 
let her family starve because she wants to 
do justice to the chap who, more than like- 
ly, has not been doing his duty. 

As to the other question, about being 
employed downtown for years unfitting us 
for wives. It may unfit us from 
standpoint, but not from the standpoint 
that is generally argued. The aver rage girl 
who is able to take charge of the cor- 
respondence for a busy man at the head 
of a large concern {ts better fitted for 
wife than the average girl who is pro- 
tected and taken care of at home. In th> 
firs: place, her mind is broadened, she is 
able to keep pace with the world; she is 
side by side with her employer day after 
day, year after pear; she sees him in ail 
his moods, when he Is irritable, when he {s 
happy, when he is sad, when he ts worried 
and when he is glad: she can nearly al- 
ways tell -you when things are not going 
smoothly at home; she sympathizes with 
him (in: her mind) and she learns to be 
patient; she realizes, too, the stupendous 
load he is carrying, and her sympathy 
goes out to all men who are the heads of 
families. She knows, if anybody does, how 
he is tempted. I know there are excep- 
tions. There are a few girls we are not 
proud of, but, on the other hand, there 
are a few of the men that we would not 
run for World's Fair mayor.

zinc, one-half ounce; powdered

starch, one ounce; salicylic acid, 
one scruple. Dust over the parts. When 
the subject perspires profusely there is al-

tion, and of course an external remedy 
will not have any effect upon that condi- 
tion, which requires constitutional treat- 
ment that your physician alone can pre- 
scribe. 

Get an ounce of powdered henna leaves 
of the druggist and steep them in,. say, 
half a pint of -boiling water. There is 
considerable difference in the strength and 
qualities of the leaves, so that it is dif- 
ficult to tell the exact quantity of water. 
Let stand still cold and strain. Apply 
with a clean toothbrush. The liquid will 
discolor the skin a little, but care must be 


taken to avoid getting the coloring matter 


on:-the skin. However, it is harmless, and 
goap and water will remove it. This will 
color light or white hair red. Henna may 
also be mixed with indigo, three parts of 
indigo to one part of henna and enough 
water to form a paste, which is applied to 
the hair. The effect of this is to produce 
a brownish shade.

The wash made of black tea will darken 
the hair. It is a sort of dye, but as I have 
said many times before I do not advise a 
home-made dye. You can, however, make 
this yourself perfectly well: One ounce of 
best black tea steeped in a pint of boiling 
water for 20 minutes. Let it stand until 
cold, strain and add four ounces of Jamaica

ANXIOUS READER.—The blackheads 
must be pressed out when they form in 
the shell of the ear. When they have 
been ejected a weak solution of carbolic 
acid may be applied. Then keep the ears 
scrupulously clean and they will not return.

CELIA.~Use the camel's hair scrubbing 
brush every night. Immerse the brush in 
Warm water, rub the soap on it till you 
get a good lather, scrub the face for a mo- 
ment or two, rinse thoroughly with clean 
warm water.

ANXIOUS VIOLET.—Get a cake of bi- 
chloride of mercury soap (the imported !s 
best), cut it into half and shave one-half 
into fine bits. Dissolve in boiling water. 
You may get the mixture on the stove over 
a gentle heat if you choose. You should 
have enough water to form a Jelly-like 
mixture when cold. First wet the hair 
thoroughly with clear warm water, then 
rub the mixture into the hair, taking care 
that every particle of the scalp is thor- 
oughly saturated. Give the head a good 
shampoo and rinse several times. If you 
follow these directions carefully I will guar- 
antee the result, but if a single lock of 
hair escapes there will be a fallure~to 
record. 


To Retain Golden Hair. 


FANNIE (also for N. R. T.)—The child's 
hair grows darker because of the change 
which takes place in the chemicals which 
make up the pigment. Such betng the case 
no external application except a bleach will 
really change the color of the hair. A soap 
containing a good deal of free alkali will 
remove superfluous oils and will make the 
hair look a little lighter. I cannot rec- 
ommend using a bleach for a child. A little 
washing soda in the water will not ruin 
the texture of the hair, but it must be 
thoroughly rinsed gut. It is much simpler 
than many of the preparations sold for the 
same purpose. A baby 2 years old should 
have her hair washed every two or three 
days. 


Dry and Irritated Scalp. 


G. F. W.-—I think by all means you need 
scalp massage. Try shampooing «your hair 
once a week with the fédllowing mixture: 
Yolk of one egg; one pint of hot rain water, 
one ounce of spirits of rosemary; beat the 
mixture up thoroughly. and use it warm, 
rubbing it well into the skin of the head. 
Rinse thoroughly in several waters.
